meaning of this limitaition. Examiner has suggested that more elaboration can be done in the preamble of the claim in 
this regard or in the body of the claim so that more specifics or description be added to each of the steps recited 
therein in order to put forth for example, the nature of the instrumentation data, the instrumentation API, and the 
underlying details of the fomiat converting based on the returned instrumenation data; and that would probably help 
distinguish that managed code environment from a standard application settings as set forth in the rejection. 
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
